part-owner 
of a liquor 
store — 
filed a com¬ 
plaint of 
sexual bat¬ 
tery with 
Chicago po¬ 
lice yester¬ 
day. 

But cops 
say no 
charges 
had been 
filed 
against 
Tyson as of late last night. 

The woman’s lawyer, 
Jerry Lee Peteet of Gary, 
Ind., told The Post his cli¬ 
ent is dead serious about 
pursuing acriminal case. 

jjTve listened to her and I 
believe her charges are 
vilid,” Peteet said. 

“From the investigation 
my office has conducted so 
far, we believe what she is 
teSliljg us is true.” 

Peteet refused to discuss 
specifics because “I don’t 
whi ■ he investigation to- 
bejst ardized.”

Tyson, who has always 
insisted Washington con¬ 
sented to having sex with 
him, remains on proba¬ 
tion. 

He served three years of 
a six-year sentence in an 
Indiana prison. 

Peteet said the woman 
l had gone to the bar with 
"several friends and had 
never met Tyson before. 

After the incident, the 
woman was taken to a Chi- 
cago-area hospital, treated 
for undisclosed injuries and 
released 
early Mon¬ 
day, Peteet 
said. He re¬ 
fused to iden¬ 
tify the hos¬ 
pital. 

A man 
who an¬ 
swered the 
phone at Ty¬ 
son’s resi¬ 
dence said 
the strap¬ 
ping boxer 
had no com¬ 
ment. 

Charles Wizard, man¬ 
ager at The Clique, said 
he was not on duty Sun¬ 
day night and that the 
manager who was working 
would not be available. 

“Nobody said anything 
about Mike Tyson being in 
here that particular night, 
but that’s not to say he 
wasn’t,” Wizard said. 

“This is a popular place, 
and it attracts some celeb¬ 
rities, so you don’t always 
notice everybody’s that’s 
here.” 

The cavernous, two-story 
club can — and often does 
— hold up to 1,000 party- 
goers. 

’ “We’re the largest black 
club in Chicago,” one em¬ 
ployee said. 

In addition to Iron Mike, 
other celebs who’ve 
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danced on the neon-lit 
floor include Scottie Pip- 
pen, Danny Glover, 
Evander Holyfield and 
Sugar Ray Leonard. 

The .‘entire Charlotte 
Hornets team partied the 
night away amid the la¬ 
sers and strobe lights Sat¬ 
urday night after beating 


the Bulls. 

And Shaquille O’Neal- 
had his birthday party 
there recently. 

The first floor, with
